Wbllsville, N. Y., Oct. 5.— The lit- 
tle lamberinK town of Austin, Potter 
county, Pa., was nearly wiped ofif the 
map by a (lisastrons fire yesterday aft- 
ernoon and evening. At aboat S o'clock 

• team drove into the Ureiy ■table of 
B. W. PhlllliM with « lewl of ttraw. 
The tt^ aw itmck against a lighted gas 
jet and in a momcut the whole bailding 
was ablaze. The livery stable of P. A. 
tiallnp, just north, was six in in asheH 
and the fire started for the basiness 
portion. 

It was found necessary to blow np 
the wooden building occupied as a drug 
store by George Helmig, in order to 
keep the fire from the mills. A south 
wind was blowing and carried the fire 
to the Methodist church and parsoiuiKe, 
the Presbyterian church ai.d the new 
opera house. The flames then turned 
toward the long line of wooden dwell- 
ings mostlj oooapied by employes of the 
big Goodyear sawmills, and soon 80 
houses had been burned to the gronnd. 

The big pumps, which are supplied 
by a main pond near the village, and 
which nrj used only in case of fire, were 
foiuul to be entirely useless on account 
of scarcity of water, the pond being at 
this season extremely low. A special 
train was ran from Costello. a neighbor- 
ing Tillage, which carricM to Austin all 
the fire apparatus which could be pro- 
cored in that town. 

' Only five dwelling houses are left in 
the town. Fully 600 persons are home- 
lees and ara eeekins refoge in the few 
bnaineM hoiuea on Hun street. Insur- 
ance man who are npoo the loeneof the 
disaster place the loM at f!rom |16S,000 
to 1925.000. The town is infettell Iqr e 
sang of tongke from oatdde plaoeSi and 
it is feared that ooniiderable of the 
property saved will fall into their 
hands. 

QUICKLY R EDUCED TO ASHES. 

The LargMt Rnmmor Kosor* Hotot ia tho 

West Deitroyed 1>7 FIrr. 
MiNNEAPOi.is, Oct. 5.— The Hotel La- 
fayette, Minnetoiika'H most famous 
hostelry, is a smoldering ruin. Fire 
was dlaobrered in the laundry yester* 
day at 11 o'clock. Within an incredi- 
bly short space of time the huge struc- 
ture was a mass of fia^n The build- 
iiiK was like tiud r and in less than half 
an iioar the entire main building was 
in ashes. 

Of the entire establishment every- 
thing was consumed save the boiler- 
house. The big tank caught fire and 
burst and the deluge drowned the boil- 
erhousa. That-, alone nred it from the 
flumes. 

There seems to be small chance that 
the hotel will be rebuilt. It may be re- 
placed by a club house, but the Great 
Northern road, its owner, will probably 
BOt be connected with a similar venture 
again. The chances are that it would 
have been torn down anywMr. 

The Lafayette was built in 1880 and 
finished in 1889, a|id every year since 
has been a resort for prominent people 
from all parts of the country. It was 
the laigest summer resort house in the 
weet, Ming 145 feet long. 95 feet wide 
and 90 feet high. The total area of 
floors in the building amount to three 
and onO'half acres, or five acres in- 
olnding the kitchen, lanndrv and serv- 
ants' QTUurters, which were all detached 
from the main buildiag. There were 
dOO bedrooms. No figures have yet beea 
riven out as to the loss, but the insur* 
a ice is said to bo about |7f),000. 

BROOM FA CTOR Y BURNED. 

riro to tho Caatntl Prison la Toronto, 
Ontario. 

• Toronto, Oct. 6.— Fire at the Cen- 
tral prison here yesterday afternoon did 
neaidy 160,000 worth of damage. It 
•tarted in the drj kiln of tha broom 
faotorjr, a 8-story structure to the west 
of the main prison, and the 80 convicts 
and their guards working there had 
barely time to escape with their lives. 
It quickly spread to the rope factory to 
the east and the lumber piles to the 
west. 

The fire in the rope factoiv was con- 
fined to the cupola but the valuable ma- 
chinery was seriously dameged by 
water. The fire was got under control 
about 6 o'clock, after reducing the 
broom factory to the bare walls and de- 
stroying half the lumber in store. -The 
losses to the oontmiotors in the vat iuns 
Industries are covered by insurance, 
bat the loss to the government on build- 
ings will be total.

TERRIBLE FLOOCT DESTRUCTION. 

Fifteen or Twenty Thouannd People Ar« 
Druwoed in China. 

TACoaa, Wash., Oct 5.— The steamer 
Viotoria brings aewa of the aiost disaa- 
trous floods that have visited China for 

many years. Sixty villages aear Tung 
Chou, containing over 80,000 inhabit- 
ants, have been destroyed by floods and 
the people drowned or forci d to tiee. 

There is no means of finding ont how 
many thonsands have been drowned, 
bat the number estimated by Chinese 
authorities at 15, COO to 9iO,000. 

The fiooded district is within 12 miles 
of Pekin, the capital of China. Sur- 
vivors from the Villages nearest Pekin 
have been allowed such shelter as they 
can find in the city walls, but thou- 
sands are without protection against 
the rain, which continues to fall. 
I^The distress of these people is most 
pitiable. Public spirited and^wealthy 
men of Pekin and Tung Chou are act- 
ively assisting the authorities in pro- 

vidmg them with tood. 

The floods have greatly damaged a 
large a number of estates bdoagiag 
to Fekia aoblei. The aaosal raias be- 
gaa July 95 akid ooatiaued uatil Aug. 

16. 

The crops ia the flooded districts were 
destroyed. The prefects, local laagis- 
trates aad people of the flooded dis- 
tricts prayed for the cessation of the 
rain seven days before they were finally 
driven out of their homes.

New York, Oct. 2.— rrof. A. S. Choah, 
of the Calcutta University, a native East 

Iiulian, nets forth in an article entitled 
"India's Caae For Silver," in the Octo- 
ber namber of the North American Re- 
view, the reason w liy the peojile of lu 
dia desire the reopening of the Iijdian 
mints. Prof. Ohoeh arralftna the Britieh 
CTOVernmenl for hlockinsj; thn way to an 
international agreement for the renioiu ti- 
zation of silver, charKioff that by clohln): 
the Indian mints it has confiscntnl on 
half of the utfilili Iff tlw jiiopli' if till' Iiidinii 
emjiire. 

He expresaea the opinion that Eng- 
land may be forced, oat of retard to her 
own interest^j, to ehang;e her coorae and 
he concludea as follows: 

"If, however, notwlthatandlnK eve<7 
entreaty, she proves false to her own 
and the world'a intereata, then she may 
learn to her ooet that other nations can 
act without her and may iat the very 
thing come to pass in retribntion which 
she so long opposed. If she still con 
tinues to block the way, if Senator Wol 
cott'e misaion fail and the Indian mints 
remain unopened, then the last hop* of 
India moat lie in Mr. Bryan. 

"If three years hence his efforts are 
crowned witli puccess, which necessarily 
they mast if nothing is done meanwhile 
to solve the great qoestion, he will per- 
h \pi find the gold worshipers of Europe, 
headed by England, waiting in trepidation 
in his an t»Kih amber to entreat an inter- 
national agreement. That will be the 
hour of his triumph and in the anticipa- 
tion of it the three hundred millions of 
India will wish him God speed, with all 
the power of their stricken hearts."

* Ito life. One of the CbmitttssfOMrs said 
to me to-da> : "They can repeal the law 
if they are ao minded to do, but the law 
wlUbaoaniedoutwhUeitstawls. I b»> 
lieve, however, that the law Is stronger 
with the people now than it was ever be- 
fore." The preBent determination waa 
broaght about by the action of the reve- 
nue Collectors assuming that their depu- 
ties were reponsible to them alone and 
that they could remove and appoint as it 
has been decided the Marshals conld do. 
The Attorney GenernI decided in the 
case of the Marshalahip of the Eastern 
district of Tennessee that United Btates 
Marshals had entire supervision of their 
deputies. Th^ Collectors thouKbt this 
ruling woald apply to thm alao and so 
in several cases, notably in Richmond 
and Naabville, the Collectors have Uken 
the mattar of appointflsantB in thair own 
bands. 

"The easee of the Deputy Marshals 

and Deputy Collectors are not at all 
analogous," said the Commissioner. "The 
department depntiea under the MarAala 
are otHoers of the courts, but the Dep- 
uty Collectors are strictly Federal oAca> 
holders. The Commissioner ot Internal 
Revenue thinks that the Deputy Col- 
lectors are under the civil service, but 
that the Collectors are not required to 
reappoint them when their terms have 
expired. We claim that if they are gov- 
erned by the civil service rules at all 
they can only be dropped for inpompe- 
tency." 

This queption is now before the Sec- 
reury of the Treasury and Mr. Gage has 
asked for a ruling of the Attorney Gen- 
eral on the subject. At any rate the 
Commissioners have decided to test their 
power in this matter of Deputy Collectors. 

They have decided, too, to put the 
screws down hard on all who try to 
brsak or evade the law.

All active members 
are exempted from service or juries in 
city courts, and fromrtbe payment of 
poll tax. Each oom|MUiy-i8 required to 
fnrtiisb the dtyan nipbabetical list of its 
active members. 

An ordinance waa read providing for a 
police force for the dty to consist of 
a Chief of Pulice, Deputy Chief of Fblice 
and three policemen. The Deputy Chief 
•nd the regular policemen shall each re- 
oeive • salary of f(WO a year. The Chief 
may remove the Deputy Chief any time 
at his pleasure, aad Ooondl may remove 
the Deputy for caase.
